2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach an apparatus and a method for repairing an oil wellbore casing or a pipe 
having a damaged section using a patch delivery tool comprising a hydraulically 
activated plunger slidably received in a plunger barrel, the barrel having sufficient depth 
to receive a patch, the patch positioned proximate and below the plunger, wherein the 
patch is deployed from the delivery tool by supplying pressurized hydraulic fluid to the 
hydraulically activated plunger, thereby uncoiling the patch upon deployment and 
sealing the damaged section of the well casing or of the pipe, these in combination with 
the rest of the limitations in the claims.
